THE DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND COMMERCE. 

In view of the continuous requests received by the Department of Trade and 
"Commerce for information with regard to the legal weights and measures governing 
the sale of various foodstuffs and other commodities in Canada, the Department 
publishes herewith, for convenient reference, a synopsis of the Federal Statutes 
governing the sale of such of those foodstuffs in the Dominion as have been dealt 
with in legislation passed by the Parliament oi Canada. \ 

Weights and Measures. 

In Canada the law provides, with respect to weights, that the -unit shall be the 
standard pound (avoirdupois) of 7,000 grains, one-sixteenth part of the standard 
pound shall be an ounce (437^ grains), oneTiundred poundf a cental, and two thousand 
pounds a ton, and that four hundred and eighty grains shall be an ounce troy. 

As regards measures — That the unit or standard measure of capacity, as well for 
liquids as for dry measures, shall be, the gallon, containing ten standard pounds 
weight of distilled water, weighed with the water and air at a temperature of sixty- 
two degrees Fahrenheit, with the barometer at thirty inches, that the quart shall be 
one-fourth part of the gallon, and the pint one-eighth part of the gallon, and that 
eight gallons shall -be a bushel. 

This gallon, commonly known as the "Imperial gallon," contains 277-274 cubic 
inches. 

The standard measure of length is the yard, one- third part of which it is provided 
shall be a foot, and the twelfth part of such foot shall be an" inch. 

Imperial Measure. 

Special note should be made of the fact that certain standards of weights and 
measures used in some of the states of the United States are not legal (though 
frequently used), in Canada. These standards are not so large, being about 20 per 
•cent smaller in eapacity than the Jegal standards in Canada, i.er^ the Imperial pint, 
quart and gallon. 

Statutes quoted. , 

At the end of this pamphlet will be found, a reference to the various Federal 
Statutes quoted in the memorandum following wliich, with the reference referred to, 
has been prepared by Mr. Jo hn BjTues, of this Department. This memorandum in 
no way is intended to iiave the force'of law,,but, as previously stated, it is merely a 
convenient i^eference to existing statutes.

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ERRATA. 

The following is to replace the wording on page 11 under the head of 
" Existing Law Governing Sale " for Cheese. 

Sections 7 and 8 of the said Act, provides- that no adulteration shall take 
place during the process of manufacture of cheese or at any time thereafter. 
Any cheese manufactured from or by the use of skimmed milk must, according 
to the Regulations, have branded upon the side of every cheese and upon the 
outside of every package that contains cheese the words " Skim-milk Cheese."

Existing Law Governing Sale. 



HONBT. 

Sec. 5, Chap. 19, 1914. 

The word " honey " shall not be used 
either alone or in combination with any other 
words on the label or other mark or device 
on any package containing any article of 
food which is or resembles honey and which 
is not pure honey made by bees, and no 
package containing any article of food which 
is not pure honey shall be labelled or marked 
in such a manner as is likely to make persons 
believe it is pure honey, and any article of 
food so labelled or markjd shall be deemed 
to be adulterated. 

Maple Sugab or Maple Syeup. 

Sec. 1, Chap. 9, 1915. 

No person shall manufacture for sale, keep 
for sale, offer for sale, or sell any article of 
food resembling or being an imitation ot 
Maple Sugar or Maple byrup, or which is 
composed partly of Maple Sugar or Maple 
Syrup and which is not pure Maplb Sugar 
or pure Maple Syrup. 

The word " Maple " shall not be used, 
either alone or in combination with any word 
or words, or letter or letters, on the label or 
other marK or device on a package contain- 
ing any article of food or on any article of food 
itself, which is not pure Maple Sugar or pure 
Maple Syrup and any article of food so 
labelled or marked shall be deemed to be 
adulterated. n,r i a 

Maple Syrup must be made from Maple bap 
and must not contain more than 35 per cent 
of water and an imperial gallon shall weigh 
not less than thiiteen pounds three ounces. 
■ Maple Sugar shall be entirely the solid 
product resulting from the evaporation of 
Maple Sap or of Maple Syrup and contain 
not more than ten (10) per cent of water, etc. 



Penalty for Violation thereof. 



Sec. S, Chwp. 9, 1915. 

Every person who knowingly attaches 
to any article of food or any drug any label 
which falsely describes the article sold, or 
offered or exposed for sale, or-who neglects 
or refuses to label or mark any article of 
food or drug in accordance with the require- 
ments of this Act shall incur a penalty for 
the first offence not exceeding, two hundred 
dollars and not less than twenty-five dollars 
or two months in jail or both, and for eacK 
subsequent offence a penalty not exceeding 
three hundred dollars and not less than fifty 
dollars or four months in jail or both. 

See. 2, Chap. 9, 1915. 

Every person who wilfully adulterates 
any article of food or any drug, or orders 
any person to do so, shall if such be deemed 
injurious to health incur a penalty from 
$50 to $500 or 6 months' imprisonment for 
a first offence and if such be not injurious 
to health incur a penalty not exceeding 
$200 and costs or 3 months' imprisonment 
or both and not less than«,$25. 

Sec. 4, Chap. 9, 1915. 

Under such regulations as may be made 
by the Minister, an amount not exceeding 
one-half of the penalties imposed and 
recovered under this Act may be paid to 
any person who has given information or 
otherwise aided in effecting the recovery of 
the penalty; and the other portion of the 
penalty shall be paid to the Minister of 
Finance and shall form part of the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 

Note. — The three foregoing sections 
apply with equal force to Honey and Maple 
Sugar or Maple Syrup.

BEFEKENCE TO FEDERAL STATUTES QUOTED l^ THIS PAMPHLET. 

Flour, meal, rolled- oats," rolled wheat and feed are governed by the provisions of 
the Inspection and Sale Act, Chap. 85, E.S.C. 1906, Part III, as amended by Chap. 36 
of the Statutes of 1914. 

The Standard' Weights for Vegetables and the other commodities mentioned 
therewith are governed by Chap. 36 of the Statutes of 1914, amending the Inspection 
and Sale Act, as well as section 357 of the said Act. 

Fish oils are governed by the provisions of Part VII of the Inspection and Sale 
Act that relate tiiereto. - *" , 

Eggs are provided for by Section 339, Part X, of thc'lnspectionr and Sale Act. 

Salt is provided for by Sections 343, 344, 345 and 356, Part X, of the Inspection 
and -Sale Act. 

Hay and straw are governed by the provisions of Seotiojis 340,'341 and 342 of -the 
Inspection and Sale Act. 

The Department of Trade and Commerce is charged with the administration of 
the Act respecting the foregoing commodities. 

Picked fish was formerly dealt with by Part VII of the Inspection and Sale Act 
{Chap. 85, E.S.C, 1906), but is now subject to the provisions .of Chap. 45, 4-5 Geor^ 
V (Statutes of 1914). This Act is administered 'bj the Naval Service Department. 

Meat and canned foods ' is governed by the provisions of the Act of that name, 
which is known as Chap. 27 of the Statutes of 1907. 

Butter and cheese wa§ formerly dealt with by Part VIII of the Inspection 'and 
Sale Act (Chap. 85, E.S.C, 1906), but it is now subject to the provisions of Chap. JT-, 
of the Statutes of 1914, known as " The Dairy Industry Act." 

Apples and other fruit are governed by the provisions of Part IX of the Inspection 
and Sale Act, Sections B19 to 336, Chap. 85, E.S.C., 1906, as amended by, Chap. 21 of ■ 
the Statutes of 1907, Chap. 35 of 1908, and Chap. 25 of 1913. 

The Department of 'Agriculture is charged with the administration of the law 
respecting the foregoing commodities;
